RAILWAY COMMISSION ACTS 


Saltillo, 
June 
12.—General 
Carranza announced that he 
returned 
an answer to the 
note of the Niagara Falls me­ 
diators stating that he would 
appoint representatives to the 
conferences at Niagara Falls. 
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Niagara Falls, Ont.. June 12.—An 
Important point In the plans for tile 
pacification of Mexico was gained by 
the United States through the con­ 
ciliatory spirit displayed by the Mex­ 
ican delegation. 
What had been a 
stumbling block for several days was 
passed in safety. 
In a full conference of the media­ 
tors and the delegates of both coun­ 
tries It was agreed that the transfer 
of authority from the present admin­ 
istration to the new provisional gov­ 
ernment 
shall 
be accomplished 
in 
some other way than by General Hu­ 
erta's appointment of a minister of 
foreign affairs, who would succeed to 
the provisional presidency. 
This method, provided for in the 
Mexican constitution, will be aban­ 
doned because the United States in­ 
sisted that to assent to it would be 
tantamount to a recognition of Gen­ 
eral Huerta’s right to exercise consti­ 
tutional functions. 
On this point the mediation confer­ 
ence had been wrestling for three 
weeks and for the last three days 
continuance of the conference has 
been threatened. 
The mediators ar­ 
gued vehemently from the Mexican 
viewpoint, but the American dele­ 
gates were unyielding. 


Crisis Had Been Reached. 
Matters had reached a crisis when 
the Americans motored across the in­ 
ternational bridge for what many be­ 
lieved would be a final conference 
and the end of mediation. 
As the Americans began their dis­ 
cussion with the mediators the latter 
contended again that the method of 
transfer would not be construed as 
recognition of Huerta, but the Amer­ 
icans reiterated that the Constitu­ 
tionalists never would accept such a 
method and the United States could 
not yield consistently with its own 
policy. 
Finally when matters seemed at a 
breaking point Luis Elguero, one of 
the Mexican delegates, entered the 
conference room and immediately a 
spirit of compromise was noticeable. 
Observing it the Americans suggest­ 
ed that the other Mexicans come in­ 
to the conference and Emilio Babasu 
aud Augustin Rodriguez joined the 
gr6up. 
It was not a formal conference, but 
an Impromptu get together talk. 
In 
a surprisingly brief time the Amer­ 
icans found they had made more 
headway with the Mexicans direct 
than they had previously by working 
through the mediators. 
The Mexican delegates appreciated 
the difficulties as expressed by the 
Americans and, though anxious to 
follow the constitutional form, said 
they would not frustrate the proceed­ 
ings on a technicality and yielded.

I The election of senators by direct vote 
j of the people, coupled with statewide) 
I primaries, has put an end to “political 


J cinches,” which have been so common 
I in the past. 
Heretofore a man who was a iiie 111- 
j ber of the house could be a candidate 
for re-election iii the fall elections aud 
, at the same time conduct a campaign 


1 for the election to the senate, 
lie 
j would be elected to the bouse, and if 
the legislature should choose him as a 
senator he could resign, and the vacan­ 
cy would be tilled by a special elec­ 
tion. 
Iu these days, however, a mau can­ 
not run for two offices at the same 
time, and he must either give up his 
seat id the house or abandon the fight 
for the senate. 
Quite a number of 
men are now serving in the senate who 
adopted the political ‘‘cinch’’ method. 
There are a number of members of 
the house who would be candidates 
for the senate this fall if they were 
sure of success; but, not being sure, 
they prefer to hold on to the jobs they 
already have. 


Deterioration W as Predicted. 
It was predicted by those who oppos­ 
ed the election of senators by direct 
vote of tile people that this method 
would result in preventing men of the 
highest type aud caliber from being 
elected to the senate. 
It was claimed 
that men who would be willing to 
serve in the senate lf the elections 
came to them in a dignified manner 
would not enter Into the scramble of a 
campaign throughout the state. 
Of course we stop to ask how about 
I governors and similar civil officers, but 
j governors have always been elected 
just as senators are to be elected now. 


I It has been asserted frequently that 
j the direct primaries has resulted in 
preventing the best men from holding 
office either in the senate or house, but 
that is ctill a disputed point. 


Troubles For an Independent 
Those representatives in congress 
who have been bold enough to oppose 
the administration have found troubles 
In their districts. Quite a number have 
found opponents making campaigns 
upon the sole question that the sitting 
member has not sustained the presi­ 
dent. Congressman Ragsdale of South 
Carolina is one of the men who has re­ 
fused to support the administration 
several times, and he will have to fight 
that question out at home. 
“When I go before my people,” said 
Ragsdale, "I will tell them Just what 
I have done and will also tell them 
that I will not be a rubber stamp man 
to vote at the dictation of anybody, es­ 
pecially in voting against the Demo­ 
cratic platform. 
I shall tell my peo­ 
ple lf they want a messenger up here 
to run errands for them and vote as 
they are told to from the White House 
they can get another man.”
